Russell Martin Albers, 41, of 
McKinleyville was booked into 
the Humboldt County Correc- 
tional Facility on the afternoon

of Dec. 28 on suspicion of two 
counts of homicide and two 
counts of attempted murder. 

On Dec. 30, the Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Coroners Divi- 
sion released the victims’ names 
and causes of death. They are 
Daniel “Danny” Garcia, 51, who 
died of a gunshot would to the 
abdomen, and Jennifer Paddock, 
42, who died of a gunshot wound 
to the chest. 

“Garcia and Paddock were do-

On Tuesday, Dec. 
27 at about 12:12 a.m., 
Humboldt County 
Sheriff's deputies were 
dispatched to a residence on the 
4000 block of Crane Street, in 
the Pine Hill area of Eureka, in 
response to a 911 call in which 
yelling and a child screaming 
were heard in the background. 

While en route, deputies 
learned that there was a shooting 
at that location and at least one 
person was shot. 

Deputies arrived and_lo- 
cated three persons with gun- 
shot wounds at the residence. 
Life-saving measures were at- 
tempted, however, both Garcia 
and Paddock died as a result of 
serious gunshot injuries. 

Emergency medical personnel 
arrived and rendered aid to an 
adult female and she was subse- 
quently transported to an area 
hospital where she underwent 
immediate emergency surgery. 

A 4-year-old child was on 
scene during this incident. The 
child was checked by EMS and 
determined to be uninjured. The 
child was placed in safe custody 
with Child Welfare Services. 

Upon further investigation, 
deputies learned that there was 
an additional adult female victim 
who sustained a gunshot wound 
at the Crane Street residence. 

Albers dropped the female vic- 
tim off at an area hospital, where 
she underwent surgery and is in 
stable condition. After dropping 
her off, Albers fled the scene. An 
arrest warrant was issued.

film ‘soundstage’ 


development pitched to supervisors

HUMBOLDT —- Humboldt County’s 
Film Commission is seeking to capitalize 
on the area’s film production reputation 
with a multi-day Star Wars tourism event 
and construction of an indoor recording 
and filming studio. 

Film Commissioner Cassan- 
dra Hesseltine briefed the Board 
of Supervisors on the new efforts 
at its Dec. 13 meeting. 

Grizzly Creek Redwoods State 
Park is a featured setting in the 
Star Wars sequel Return of the 
Jedi and the commission wants 
to tap its tourism potential. 

Envisioned is a three-day fes- 
tival during the first weekend in 
June whose working title is Forest Moon 
Days. 

“We would have activities that are all 
Star Wars related,” she said. It would be 
a collaborative community event, with ho- 
tel and restaurant staffers donning “Star 
Wars garb.” 

Hesseltine said it could “potentially be a 
huge tourism activity — Star Wars fans go 
above and beyond, out to a galaxy far, far 
away to get to these kinds of events.” 

Another goal of the commission pre- 
dates Hesseltine’s leadership, she said. For 
many years, the commission has sought to 
be “some kind of a film hub, this far north 
in California,” she continued. 

And in 2014, the establishment of an 
indoor film production studio — known as 
a soundstage — was added to the commis- 
sion’s list of wants. 

Hesseltine described a soundstage as a 
sound-insulated filming space accommo- 
dating large sets. And if Humboldt creates 
one, it would be unique. 

“There is no soundstage between San 
Francisco and Portland — we would be the 
only one,” said Hesseltine. “So anything 
filming in a larger radius, they many come 
here and use our soundstage rather than 
going back home.” 

Some potential film and commercial 
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Cassandra 
Hesseltine 


producers have asked if there’s a sound- 
stage in Humboldt, she continued. The 
Disney movie A Wrinkle in Time filmed in 
Humboldt and “perhaps would have con- 
tinued to stay here if we would have had 
a soundstage but instead they just filmed 
the exterior shots.” 

Offices, a large parking lot and 

n “art department” would be as- 
sociated with a soundstage and 
it could be “rented out” in be- 
tween film shoots, said Hesseltine. 
There’s also potential for collab- 
oration with College of the Red- 
woods and Cal Poly Humboldt. 

A third prong of commission 
visioning is establishing tax incen- 
tives for film productions. Califor- 
nia has them and Hesseltine said 
the next step is for regions and cities to of- 
fer them, as Shasta County has done. 

A soundstage is the most expensive and 
complex goal, and although Hesseltine 
would like to see one in operation in 2024, 
she expects it would take longer. 

The Forest Moon Days fest is eyed for 
this summer and the commission is aim- 
ing at 2023 for a package of tax incentives. 

Up for approval was staff support for 
pursuit of the commission’s goals. Econom- 
ic Development Director Scott Adair said 
his office processes filming permits so a 
working relationship is already established. 

He said his office could help with site 
selection for a soundstage, including sites 
that have buildings that could be used. 
Support for the festival and an incentive 
program would include help with agendiz- 
ing them for future board consideration. 

Hesseltine’s presentation also included 
a status report. She said a “major studio 
film” may be shooting in Humboldt this 
summer and in the last 12 years, there’s 
been more than 250 film shoots in the 
Humboldt/Del Norte region, with more 
than 200 of them in Humboldt. 

That’s infused $14 million in “direct 
dollars” to the region’s economy, she con- 
tinued.

You need a scorecard to keep 
track of ’em. First there was BA.2 
and no sooner than a vaccine 
booster to protect against BA.4 and 
BA.5 rolled out, there came BQ.1 
and BQ.1.1. 

As Christmas approached, the 
even more transmissible and vac- 
cine-resistant XBB, a combo of 
BA.2.10.1 and BA.2.75, began to 
exponentially spread in East Coast 
states. 

As the New Year dawned yet 
another new and improved spawn 
of Omicron emerged, XBB.1.5, 
prompting immunology expert An- 
thony Fauci to say the most recent 
vaccine booster fails to provide 
“optimal protection.” 

But there’s still mass perception 
that healthy folks have little to fear 
because COVID is flu-like. 

Which, if so, is very problem- 
atic. As the influenza season took 
off along with a respiratory disease 
known as RSV, COVID compound- 
ed health care struggles. And casu- 
alties are increasing in an ongoing 
war with disease. 

Cannabis dilemmas 

As the county’s cannabis in- 
dustry buckled under the weight 
of high operating costs and a sup- 
ply-bloated market, environmental 
concerns complicated permitting. 

The county’s first cannabis ordi- 
nance was approved in 2016 under 
a tight timeline, followed by a sec- 
ond one that included additional 
restrictions and requirements. 

But permit applications are 
pending under the initial ordi- 
nance and at times the Planning 
Commission conditioned approv- 
als on switching from generators to 
solar power and having water stor- 
age if wells are used for irrigation — 
requirements that aren’t in the first 
ordinance. 

That triggered appeals and the 
commission asked the Board of 
Supervisors for guidance on how 
to handle permitting. Supervisors 
couldn’t agree on what to do and 
just told the commission to carry 
on as best as it could. 

Meanwhile the number of new 
permit applications nosedived as 
the industry continued to tank. 
Cannabis farmers implored the 
county to suspend the Measure S 
cannabis excise tax, which it did. 

Then the Humboldt Canna- 
bis Reform Initiative emerged. 
The ballot measure drive seeks to 
“reduce the cannabis cultivation 
footprint and foster small-scale, 
environmentally-minded cannabis 
cultivation.” 

Petition-gathering was success- 
ful, gaining more than 7,000 signa- 
tures. But cannabis farmers say the 
proposed measure’s provisions, in- 
cluding a puny 10,000-square-foot 
cultivation area limit, are daffy and 
will finally kill the local industry.

Obliged to put the measure up 
for an election vote in 2024, su- 
pervisors asked the measure’s pro- 
ponents to reconsider what they’d 
done. There was tentative agree- 
ment to do so but the outcome is 
uncertain. 

‘Blue Economy’ surfaces 

The decline of the cannabis mar- 
ket is one of 2022’s big disappoint- 
ments. But the year also saw new 
and game-changing economic de- 
velopments. 

The term “blue economy” en- 
tered the local lexicon as Humboldt 
Bay suddenly became a magnet for 
innovative industries. 

The Norway-based Nordic 
Aquafarms company had picked 
the bay as the best site for a $500 
million indoor Atlantic salmon 
farm and gained county approvals 
for it. 

The facility will serve the entire 
West Coast and 300 construction 
jobs will be an initial economic 
payoff. Once in operation, the fish 
farm will have a workforce of 150. 

And in early December, Hum- 
boldt made national news as feder- 
al leases for two wind energy devel- 
opment areas offshore of Eureka 
totaled more than $331 million. 

A Dec. 7 press release from the 
U.S. Department of the Interior 
notes that the winning bidders can 
get a 20 percent credit for funding 
workforce training programs and 
a five percent credit for projects 
helping impacted ocean users like 
commercial and tribal fishermen. 

Wind energy’s economic boost is 
already in formation. The county’s 
Harbor District got a $10.5 million 
state grant toward development of an 
86-acre wind energy supply facility. 

It’s described as a “West Coast 
hub for the industry.” A partner- 
ship with a major marine terminal 
development company, Crowley 
Wind Services, will supply Hum- 
boldt and other areas offshore of 
Morro Bay and likely Oregon with 
wind energy turbines and gear. 

An imminent construction 
boom is also driven by Humboldt 
State University’s evolution into 
Cal Poly Humboldt, one of only 
three polytechnic universities in 
the state’s system. 

Its new focus on science, tech- 
nology, engineering and math 
programs has already sparked 
an increase in enrollment. An 
8,000-student enrollment jump is 
expected by 2030, sparking plans 
to build more housing. 

‘Tired of this bullshit’ 

County government poli- 
tics would have been relatively 
even-tempered if not for turbu- 
lence churned by the Auditor-Con- 
troller’s Office. 

Elected in 2018, Auditor-Con- 
troller Karen Paz Dominguez 
sought to fix what she described as 
longstanding problems, including 
sloppy cash handling and lack of fi- 
nancial reporting by major county 
departments. 

Her penchant for absolute accu-

racy led to failure to file financial 
reports to the state on time. That 
resulted in reimbursement losses 
covered with county General Fund 
money. 

Special districts and non-profits 
were also left in alarming financial 
lurches. 

Supervisors fielded a letter from 
various unnamed county staff 
members, managers and depart- 
ment heads indicating litigation 
would be afoot unless something 
was done about Paz Dominguez’s 
conduct. 

Meanwhile the state’s Attorney 
General’s Office stepped in with its 
own litigation related to the mess. 
Supervisors refused to defend Paz 
Dominguez and voted to file a 
“cross complaint” against her. 

The situation became increas- 
ingly messy, with Supervisor Rex 
Bohn at one point exclaiming, “I’m 
tired of this bullshit.” 

As if with a sweep of a wand, the 
whole thing seemingly evaporated 
when Cheryl “no drama” Dilling- 
ham easily won last June’s Audi- 
tor-Controller election. 

Litigation was settled and 
Paz-Dominguez forged an agree- 
ment with the county that included 
a payment to her and immediate 
resignation from her post. 

Since then, the Auditor-Control- 
ler’s Office hasn’t gotten a peep of 
news coverage. 

Odds & ends 

Other newsy happenings during 
the year included former Planning 
Commission Chair Alan Bongio’s 
loose-lipped railing against “the 
Indians” seeking more protection 
for tribal cultural resources in the 
area of a mansion developed by 
one of his friends. 

Bongio’s abrasive commentary 
resulted in loss of his commission 
chairmanship and a rebuke by 
county supervisors. He decided to 
resign as the year ended. 

Also during the year, mental 
illness became a phenomenon ri- 
valling COVID, as_ supervisors 
were told that there’s more need 
for acute psychiatric care than the 
county can handle. 

Supervisor Steve Madrone said 
that he’d believed COVID was the 
driver of health care overloads but 
during an autumn visit to a hos- 
pital E.R., “The staff informed me 
it was really the psychiatric issues 
that were the primary overload and 
COVID added to that.” 

Another health issue — the 
sometimes fatal consequences of 
fentanyl use — was flagged as an 
emergency. 

On May 10 — National Fentanyl 
Awareness Day — County Sheriff 
Billy Honsal warned that fentan- 
yl is the leading cause of death in 
young people and the last two years 
have seen a “skyrocket” in local 
overdoses. 

Even small amounts of the stuff 
can be deadly. “It really could take 
one pill — and youre it, it’s done,” 
Honsal said. 
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An ordinance which would eliminate the “purple bus” was passed over 
by the Arcata city Council last week... The purple bus has achieved recogni- 
tion recently since Councilman Paul Wilson brought up the idea of getting 
it off the streets of Arcata. The bus is occupied by a student who is beating 
paying rent. However, the city feels the student, and the 10 or 11 others who 
also live in vehicles, present a health threat. - Arcata Union, April 12, 1973

EUREKA -— On Dec. 29, 
20-year-old Joseph Boxell 
received a seven-year pris- 
on sentence following his 
plea to a charge of assault 
by means likely to produce 
great bodily injury with a 
strike prior. 

Boxell committed the 
strike prior on Jan. 12, 2021 
in Arcata, when he bran- 
dished a firearm at two 
people walking by (thereby 
committing another felo- 
ny assault).

New laws address fresh situations in our ever-changing world 


CALIFORNIA HiGHway PATROL 

SACRAMENTO — As we head 
into the new year, the California 
Highway Patrol (CHP) is edu- 
cating the public on traffic safe- 
ty laws that were passed during 
this year’s legislative season and 
signed by Governor Gavin New- 
som. The laws take effect January 
1, 2023, unless otherwise noted. 

Public Employment: Peace 

Officers: Citizenship (Senate 
Bill (SB) 960, Skinner) 

The law maintains that peace 
officers, including peace officer 
trainees, be legally authorized to 
work in the United States consis- 
tent with federal law and regula- 
tions, however, removes the re- 
quirement that they be citizens or 
permanent residents of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Catalytic Converters (SB 1087, 
Gonzalez) (Assembly Bill (AB) 
1740, Muratsuchi) 

These laws specifically list who 
can sell catalytic converters to 
recyclers and require those re- 
cyclers to keep documentation 
such as the year, make, model, 
and copy of the vehicle title from 


which the catalytic converter was 
removed. The purpose of these 
laws is to help reduce catalytic 
converter theft. 

Vehicular Manslaughter: 
Speeding and Reckless Driv- 
ing (SB 1472, Stern) 

This law expands the criteria 
for “gross negligence” as it re- 
lates to the crime of vehicular 
manslaughter. Drivers involved 
in sideshow activity, exhibition of 
speed, or speeding over 100 miles 
per hour which results in a fatali- 
ty could now be charged with Ve- 
hicular Manslaughter with Gross 
Negligence. 

Motor Vehicle Speed Contests 
and Exhibitions of Speed 
(AB 2000, Gabriel) 

Parking lots and _ off-street 
parking facilities are now includ- 
ed as locations where it is a crime 
to engage in a speed contest, ex- 
hibition of speed, or sideshow ac- 
tivity. 

Endangered Missing 
Advisory: Feather Alert (AB 
1314, Ramos) 

The new “Feather Alert” al- 
lows law enforcement agencies 


to request the CHP to initiate an 
alert when an indigenous person 
has been kidnapped, abducted, 
or reported missing under un- 
explained or suspicious circum- 
stances, and specific criteria has 
been met to permit alert activa- 
tion. Additionally, consistent with 
the Department’s existing AM- 
BER, Blue, and Silver Alert pro- 
grams, this new “Feather Alert” 
program encourages the use of 
radio, television, and social media 
to spread the information about 
the missing indigenous person. 
Hit-and-Run Incidents: Yellow 
Alert (AB 1732, Patterson) 
This law authorizes law en- 
forcement agencies to request the 
CHP to activate a “Yellow Alert” 
when a fatal hit-and-run crash 
has occurred, and specific criteria 
has been met to permit alert ac- 
tivation. The law also encourages 
local media outlets to disseminate 
the information contained in a 
Yellow Alert. The new law serves 
to use the public’s assistance to 
improve the investigatory abili- 
ty for law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state when work- 


ing to solve fatal hit-and-run 

crashes. 

Online Marketplaces: Report- 
ing (AB 1700, Maienschein) 

This law requires the Attorney 
General’s Office to create an on- 
line reporting system for users 
of third-party online marketplac- 
es to report listings of suspected 
stolen items. The reported in- 
formation would be available to 
local law enforcement and the 
CHP’s Organized Retail Crime 
Task Force to assist with investi- 
gations. 

Bicycles Omnibus Bill (AB 

1909, Friedman) 

Much like the move over or 
slow down law, this law provides 
for increased protections to bicy- 
clists by requiring vehicles pass- 
ing or overtaking a bicycle in the 
same direction, to move over to 
an adjacent lane of traffic, if one is 
available, or slow down and only 
pass the bicyclist when safe to do 
so. The law also permits Class 3 
e-bike riders to use approved bi- 
cycle paths and trails, bikeways, 
and bicycle lanes. The law prohib- 
its local governments from requir- 


ing bicycle registration and allows 
local authorities to prohibit any 
electric bicycle on an equestrian, 
hiking, or other recreational trail. 
Electric Bicycles: Safety and 
Training Program (AB 1946, 
Boerner Horvath) 

This requires the CHP to work 
with other traffic safety stake- 
holders such as the California 
Office of Traffic Safety, to devel- 
op statewide safety and training 
programs for electric bicycles. 
This training program, which 
will consist of electric bicycle rid- 
ing safety, emergency maneuver 
skills, rules of the road and laws 
pertaining to electric bicycles, will 
launch on the CHP’s website in 
September 2023. 

Pedestrians (AB 2147, Ting) 

This law prohibits peace offi- 
cers from stopping pedestrians 
for certain pedestrian-specific 
violations, such as crossing the 
road outside of a crosswalk, un- 
less there is an immediate danger 
of a crash. The CHP reminds all 
road users of the responsibility to 
travel safely and look out for one 
another on the road.

Humeso.pt County SHERIFF’S OFFICE 

HUMBOLDT — The Humboldt County 
Sheriff's Office has recently received sev- 
eral reports of a phone scam targeting our 
community. 

As part of this scam, the caller claims 
they are from the Humboldt County Sher- 
iff's Office and may identify as current and/ 
or former employees. The scammer tells 
the victim that he is a deputy and claims 
that the victim missed a subpoena to court 
and must now pay a fine immediately to 
avoid arrest. 

Some victims have reported that the 
scammer knows personal information about 
them, including nicknames and former 
court records and insists that they are not 
allowed to get an attorney or seek outside 
help. The scammer is spoofing the HCSO’s 
phone number, (707) 445-7251, with their 
caller ID identifying the caller as our office. 


The Humboldt County Sheriffs Office 
would like the community to know that 
this is a scam. While law enforcement may 
contact you regarding a warrant or investi- 
gation, we will never demand payment in 
exchange for dropping a warrant or stop- 
ping an investigation. 

Additionally, no government agency will 
ask you to mail large sums of cash, use a 
credit card over the phone or pay with gift 
cards or pre-paid money cards. If you have 
any questions about a call, please call us at 
(707) 445-7251. 

Remember these tips to help protect 
yourself from fraud: 

e Spot imposters — Scammers often 
pretend to be someone you trust, like a gov- 
ernment official, a family member, a charity 
or a company with which you do business. 
Don’t send money or give out personal in- 
formation in response to an unexpected re- 


quest — whether it comes as a text, a phone 
call or an email. 

¢ Do online searches — Type a com- 
pany or product name into your favorite 
search engine with words like “review,” 
“complaint” or “scam.” Or search for a 
phrase that describes your situation, like 
“TRS call.” You can even search for phone 
numbers to see if other people have report- 
ed them as scams. 

¢ Don’t believe your caller ID — 
Technology makes it easy for scammers 
to fake caller ID information, so the name 
and number you see aren't always real. If 
someone calls asking for money or person- 
al information, hang up. If you think the 
caller might be telling the truth, call back 
to a number you know is genuine. 

* Talk to someone - Before you give 
up your money or personal information, 
talk to someone you trust. Con artists want 


you to make decisions in a hurry. They 
might even threaten you. Slow down, check 
out the story, do an online search, consult 
an expert — or just tell a friend. 

e Don’t rely on personal informa- 
tion — Living in the digital age, access to in- 
formation is easier than ever. Scammers are 
often able to get their hands on very person- 
al information, providing it to their victims 
to make their scam look more legitimate. 
Don’t trust ascammer who is able to provide 
your personal information. If you followed 
the above tips and still aren’t sure, call back 
at a publicly listed number for the organiza- 
tion from which the scammer claims to be or 
contact your loved one directly.

Artist’s Statement 
from Steven Taylor 
The realization that oil painting 
would be a transformative event in 
my life was not a consideration just 
a decade ago. As can only happen by 
looking back over the years, an image 
emerged through the foggy memories 
that..... I have always been an artist. 

This observation became clear in 
a comment shared by a friend and 
admired artist: “Artists make art for 
other artists.” The meaning was lost 
on me until I started noticing how 
this concept played out. Artists will 
notice art: they enter a room and see 
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the displayed art (or lack of it). Artists 
see art all around them; they will view 
their environment as a composition, 
picking out points of interest and de- 
termining why they stood out, con- 
necting the big picture with a story 
to tell, and then beginning to weave a 
tale with the imaginary brush. Artists 
see art while others are unaware or 
uninterested. 

After retiring from a career in 
carpentry and furniture making, I 
determined working in wood to be a 
natural fit for my free time. My fork- 
in-the-road experience came in the 
form of a pile of French easel pieces 
at a flea market that I knew was only 
in need of the addition of some miss- 
ing hardware. Twelve dollars later, I 
was the proud owner of an old plein 
air box with some small tubes of oil 
paint. And visions of grandeur, which 
quickly vaporized upon applying 
paint to surface. 

Any new discipline is wrought with 
challenges and much frustration and 
this was no exception. YouTube tuto- 
rials became familiar and that led to 
workshops that opened access to local 
legends of art that share their years of 
experience. The passion to paint took 
over and disappointment turned into 


challenges, the challenges started to 
show improvement, and eventually a 
piece was framed. The final test where 
something has been considered wor- 
thy of sharing. Looking back now, of 
course, this too was embarrassing but 
the threshold had been passed and 
the life of an artist emerged. 

The local artist scene here in Hum- 
boldt is replete with talented artists of 
all disciplines. I have been fortunate 
to get to know so many of them and 
appreciate as each one influences my 
art perceptions. I am active in a plein 
air group that gathers weekly to paint 
locations throughout our varied land- 
scape. 

So influential is this pursuit that I 
now see compositions everywhere. I'll 
be mixing colors while driving, estab- 
lishing values and hues. Looking for 
warms and cools, shadows and high- 
lights. It’s endless, exhausting, and 
wonderful. My phone is filled with 
reference photos and I am no longer 
concerned with failure. There is no 
failure, only studies in the develop- 
ment of the discipline in the age-old 
craft of oil painting.

obert Charles Gelder (“Sarge”) passed away peacefully 
at home in McKinleyville on Nov. 30, 2022, at the age 


of 76, with loved ones by his side. 

Bob didn’t just live life with gusto; he devoured it and 
brought the party with him wherever he went. He was a kind 
and generous man who expressed his appreciation in a pro- 
found manner, all the while not realizing the impact he had on 
people. 

To him, he was just being himself and doing what comes 
naturally. He thrived on lifting people’s spirits and making 
them smile. 

Born in Torrance, California, on July 11, 1946, Bob grew 
up in Redondo Beach and Palos Verdes, becoming the typical 
surfer of the era, with blonde hair to match. His childhood was 
unusual, as he was born with ADHD - Attention Deficit Hyper- 
activity Disorder — but his parents made sure he had the lat- 
est cutting-edge medical treatment. Most children in that time 
were institutionalized, as was pointed out by a V.A. psychiatrist 
decades later, giving Bob even more respect for his parents’ ef- 
forts to provide him the best opportunities while living at home. 

He went to private school for “special” kids until the sixth 
grade and then joined public school. In 1967 Bob enlisted in 
the army during the Vietnam War and spent three years in the 
4th Armored Division in Schwabach, Germany, as a medic. 
While in Germany, Russia invaded Czechoslovakia as part of 
the “Prague Spring” and his division was activated with the 2nd 
Squadron being given highest priority as a reconnaissance unit. 

After returning from Germany, Bob ran into a friend in 
Southern California who had discovered a town up north called 
Fortuna and urged : oe 
him to visit. So he 
packed his stuff into 
his woodpaneled 
truck, and when Bob 
saw the Eel River Val- 
ley he knew he’d ney- 
er leave. He worked 
on ranches and did 
some logging. 

He was also a cus- 
todian at the Hum- 
boldt County court- 
house for 10 years 
where he played some 
mischief on the Coun- 
ty Veterans Service 
Officer at that time, 
Stephen Gallant, and 
placed everything on 
his desk in the oppo- 
site direction from 
seating. 

Bob continued his military service for 21 years as a combat 
engineer with the California Army National Guard, 579th En- 
gineers in Eureka, 12 Bravo, retiring in 1999. As far as working 
with explosives, he said “it’s the most fun you can have with 
your pants on; you build shit and blow it up.” His evaluation 
reports say it all: “A real go-get-em attitude. Truly concerned 
about people in the unit. Always there for any mission.” 

The Kinetic Sculpture Race will no longer be seeing Sarge’s 
truck with the iconic rubber chicken tied to the front grille. He 
was a “peon” with June Moxon’s team and did logistics, helping 
to move their bicycles from place to place during the race and 
assisting in whatever way he could. 

His involvement initially came about in 1996 when KHUM 
needed help for their radio coverage of the race and the Nation- 
al Guard was called. They sent out Bob in what thereafter came 
to be known as the KHUM-V. 

He introduced himself and said, “Call me Sarge.” And the 
name has stuck ever since. His special cookies had quite a rep- 
utation within the kinetic family. 

Another of Bob’s passions was being involved with the North 
Coast Stand Down, a three-day event for veterans. In 2006 he 
started out as a volunteer in pet services where veterans could 
bring their dogs and cats for veterinarian checkups and sup- 
plies. The Stand Down benefited from Bob’s role as lead coor- 
dinator, pet services advisor, and eventually board member. To 
say he will be sorely missed is an understatement. 

Music was a big driver in Bob’s life. He enjoyed bluegrass, rock 
and roll, classic country western, and most any soulful expres- 
sion. The Blues by the Bay festival was definite party time. He 
played the trumpet growing up and also sang in the church choir. 

Bob liked working the land, gardening, and feeding the 
LFB’s — little fat birds. He gave wonderful foot massages. Kit- 
ty cats were a nurturing presence in his life and never ceased 
to amuse him. He created “Sarge’s Salve” that relieved many a 
sore muscle. This he gifted to those in need who appreciated its 
magical powers. 

Bob met his partner of the last 17 years, Rebecca (“Reevee”) 
Rimson, through a mutual friend’s matchmaking, and both 
their lives were forever enriched. He was capable of unbeliev- 
able quantities of affection and love. Bob encouraged Reevee in 
every facet of her life, always pushing to a higher level. 

A great blessing in Bob’s life was Noble Cumming. For many 
years Bob lived with Lilli Sommer, Noble’s mother, in Eureka. 
Noble was a young lad of seven and Bob was privileged to see 
him develop into the fine man he is today. 

When Noble moved to the East Coast, their conversations 
were a highlight of the week and Bob was so proud of him. 

We also want to acknowledge the numerous friends too 
many to list whom Bob considered family. He held you near 
and dear to his heart. Please know that you were important to 
him. 

Bob was preceded in death by his father, Robert Tolman 
Gelder; his mother, Mary Bernice Williams; and cousin Janet 
Harrison. 

He is survived by his partner, Reevee Rimson; Reevee’s 
brother and sister-in-law, Jack and Gina Rimson of McKin- 
leyville, and their children; cousin Judi Scott of Laguna Hills, 
Calif.; uncle Bob Williams of Huntington Beach, Calif.; and No- 
ble Cumming and spouse Nancy Rivera of Brooklyn, New York, 
and their children.
